It 
will continue to safeguard Turkish 
territory, as well as the rights and

“Our Ireland of Dreams” 


Remarking that before the present 
war began it was his custom on St. 
Patrick's Day to speak to their kins- 
folk in foreign lands, especially the 
United States, Mr. de Valera said 
they were all acutely conscious of 
the misery and desolation in which 
the greater part of the world was 
plunged. - 

On this occasion he asked them to 
turn aside for a moment to the ideal 
Ireland that they would have, the 
Treland they had dreamed of, where 
wealth was valued only as a basis 
of right living, and a people were 
satisfied with frugal comfort and 
devoted their leisure to the things 
of the spirit. 

It would, in a word, be the home 
of a people living the ‘ife that God 
desired men should live. With the 
tidings that make such an Ireland, 


of the national territory and the 
restoration of the 
the greatest of our uncompleted 
national tasks. Let us devote this 
year especially to the restoration of 
the language; let ‘the year be one 
in which the need for this restora- 
tion will be constantly in our 
thoughts and the language itself as 
much as possible on our lips. 

“The physical dangers’ that 
threaten, and the need for unceasing 
vigilance in the matters of defence 
as well as unremitting attention to 
the serious day-to-day problems 
that the war has brought upon us 
should not cause us to neglect our 
duty to the language. Time is run- 
ning against us in this matter of the 
language, We cannot afforde to 
postpone our effort, 
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Mr. de Valera talking to members. of the Commit ó. at. 
U.C.D. Ceilidhe, held in Dublin Castle last night.’ 


““ For my part, I believe that this 
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St. Patrick came to their ancestors 
1,500 years ago, promising happiness 
here as well as hereafter. It was the 
pursuit of such an Ireland that later 
made their country worthy to be 
called the Island of Saints and 
Scholars. 


PATRIOTS’ SACRIFICE 


The same idea fired the imagina- 
tion of their poets, and made succes- 
sive generations of patriotic men 
give their lives to win political and 
religious liberty, and that would 
urge men in their own and future 
generations to die, if need be, that 
these liberties might be preserved. 
One hundred years ago the Young 
Irelanders inspired the nation, fifty 
years ago the Gaelic League 
similarly inspired them, as did the 
leaders of the Voluntetrs, Thomas 
Davis, laying down the national pro- 
gramme, stressed the devtlopment 
of the national resources, and, more 
important, the development of the 
resources of the spirit. 

The national language, said Mr. 
de Valera, was the chief mark of 
their distinct nationality. It was 
for them what no other language 
could be. It was not a mere symbol, 


but an essential nee of their nation- 


hood. As a vehicle of three thousand 

years of history the language was for 

them precious beyond measure. 
“The restoration of the unity 


outstanding mark of our nationhood 


i can be preserved and made forever 


safe by this generation. I am indeed 
certain of it, but I know that it 
cannot be saved without under- 
standing: and co-operation and effort 
and sacrifice. 


‘““It would be wrong to minimise, 


the difficulties, They are not wlight. 
The task of restoring the language 
as the everyday speech of our people 
is a task as great as any nation over 
undertook. But it is a noble task. 
Other nations have succeeded in it, 
though in their case when the effort 
was begun, their national language 
was probably more widely spoxen 
among their people than is ours with 
us, As long as the language lives, 
however, on the lips of the people 
as their natural speech in any snb- 
stantial part of this land we are 
asstred of success if—if we are in 
earnest, 


PERSONAL APPEAL | 


“Tt is a task in which the atti- 
tude of the individual is what counts 
most, It is upon the individual 
citizen, upon you who are listening 
to me that the restoration of the 
language finally depends, The State 
and public institutions can-do much 
to assist, but if the individual has 
not the inclination or the will-power 
to make the serious efforta initially 
required, or to persevere till reason- 
able fiuency is attained, outside aids 
will be of little use.”

DEATH OF 
CARDINAL 
HINSLEY 


IS EMINENCE CARDINAL 
Hi HINSLEY, Archbishop of 
Westminster, whose “death 
occurred at 7.50 yesterday morning 
at his country home, Hare Street 
House,. Buntingford, Herts., was 
aged 77. 
Although the Cardinal had been ill 
for some weeks, his death came un- 
expectedly. The only persons at his 
bedside were the two nuns of the 
Little Companions of Mary, who had 
been in continual attendance on him 
recently, . The Cardinal had been in 
no pain at the’end. 

Monsignor Bickford, of St. 
Edmund's College, Weer, was sum- 
moned to the death-bed, and Mass 
was said. | 

Solemn Requiem Mass in West- 
minster Cathedral on Monday next 
will be sung by the Archbishop- 
Bishop of Southwark, Dr. Amigo, 
with His Grace the Apostolic Dele- 
gate, the Archbishop Godfrey, assist- 
ing at the throne. 

t is understood that the funeral 
will take place on Monday next. 


HIS CAREER 


Arthur Cardinal Hinsley was horn 
near Selby, August 25, 1865, the son 
of a village carpenter, and his 
wife, Miss Bridget Ryan, a native 
of ‘Tuam, County Galway. He won 
a scholarship to Ushaw College, 
Durham. He studied at the English 
College, Rome, where he was 
ordained in 1893. He took the B.A. 
degree of London University in 
1889, and was also a Doctor of 
Divinity of the Gregorian Uni- 
versity. He went to Ushaw College 
as a Professor on his ordination 
staying there until 1897, when he 
went to Bradford, Here he took an 
interest in secondary education, and 
became the first Headmaster of St. 
Bede’s Grammar School 

In 1911 he became Rector of the 
Church of St. Philip, Neri, Syden- 
ham, and for many years was con- 
fidential adviser to the Bishop of 
Southwatk, Dá. A Just béáfóra” 
the last war Dr. Amigo sent him on 
a tour of Germany, and he was 
almost caught when hostilities broke 
out. He was in Silvertown at the 
time of the great war-time explosion, 
and worked among the injured. 

In 1917 he was called to Rome as 
Rector of the English College, an 
office he held for ten years. During 
his term he was appointed succes- 
sively Domestic Prelate to the Pope, 
Titular Bishop of Sebastopol, and 
Titular Archbishop of Sardes. ' Jt 
was in 1926 that the Pope appointed 
him Apostolic ‘Visitor to African 
Missions in British territory. He 
was also to co-operate with the 
British Government on its reform of 
native education. In one year he 
covered 50,000 miles When, in 1930, 
he was appointed Apostolic Delegate 
to Africa he had control over 
9,000,000 square miles, stretching 
across the Continent, and from the 
Cape to the Sudan. 


CANON OF ST. PETER’S 


After three years of arduous work 
he had a severe attack of para 
typhoid, and in May, 1934, he 
petitioned the Pope to relieve him 
of his task. On his return to Rome 
he was appointed a Canon of St. 
Peter’s, being the only English 
member of that Chapter. 

Cardinal Hinsley was a champion 
of the native peoples of Africa, for 
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the time of the Abyssinian War he 
was very outspoken. ‘‘ Once more,” 
he said, '' Africa is invaded by 
Europeans for the greed of posses- 
sion and gold,’’ 

Although it was very rare for a 
Canon of St. Peter's to re-emerge 
into responsible office, he was ap- 
iointed Archbishop of Westminster 
Cathedral on April 29, 1955, ‘Two 
and a half years later he was given 
the Cardinal’s red hat. A crowd of 
10,000 met him at Victoria on his 
return from Rome after receiving 
this honour. 

A few months after his enthrone- 
ment he met a deputation of 
Catholic trade union officials and 
Labour representatives, and told 
them that the Catholic Church did 
not oppose the Labour movement in 
Britain, and that he had consistently 
urged that Catholic workers should 
be members of their trade unions. 


| 8th Army Starts 
|Attack on Mareth 
Line, Says Berlin 


T HE British Eighth Army has launched an attack on 
the Mareth Line, the German News. Agency 


reported yesterday. 


** veritable cannonade. ' 


The German News Agency message 
says that ‘‘considerable forces’ of 
the 8th Army were engaged in the 
attack. 

“ This attack,’’ the Agency added, 
“is possibly the initial phase of a 
large-scale Offensive. 

‘The British batteries opened a 
barrage of fire on positions defend- 
ing the Axis tank army. After ex- 
tensive artillery preparation, the 
British units launched an attack on 
a wide front against the approaches 
to the Mareth positions. 

“German and Italian forces, 
generally speaking, were able to 
maintain their positions. It is, how- 
ever, assumed that the British 
attack will be continued and in- 
creased in strength. Operations so 
far show that vesterday only a part 
of General Montgomery's artillery 
went into action, ! 

“Everything points to the fart 
that, yesterday's attack was aimed at 
obtaining full information concern. 
ing the grouping and _fighting 
strength of the German-Italian tank 
army in the Mareth positions.”’ 


DIVISIONS NAMED 


Before the © Mareth positions, 
Berlin said, the following British 
forces have been assembled :—The 
5ist Division, with three infantry 
and one tank brigade, and the 7th 
Tank Division. 

Behind them, ‘‘to serve as a 
second wave," were assembled the 
50th British Division and the 2nd 
New Zealand Division, ‘‘ which com- 
prise together four infantry brigades 
and two tank hrigades.’’

Axis forces south of Sfax, on the 
south Tunisian coast, have been tem- 
Eas deprived of their supply 
ine from the north following the 
cutting of the railway by Allied 
bombers, savs Reuter. The line has 
been broken between Sfax and its 
terminus at Gabes. 

Further west the Germans’ hold 
on Gafsa, on the railway to Sfax, 
Is being threatened by American 
troops, who have closed in and con- 
tacted Axis tanks three miles north 
of the town. This new pressure 
is helping to draw a half Circle 
round the garrison already meeting 
the French thrust from Metlaoui, 
20 miles to. the south-west.

and Italians, however, acted with | 


remarkable speed. Taking full 
advantage of their interior lines, 
they landed large numbers 2f 
troops in Tunisia, with the result 
that. when the British and 
Americans arrived from Algeria 
they found the Axis armies con- 
solidated in a powerful bridge- 
head. Since last. November the 
Axis troops have been defying all 
Allied efforts to dislodge them. 
General von Arnim, the German 
leader, has been. joined by the 
redoubtable Marshal Rommel, 
who contrived to save a substan- 
tial portion of his Afrikakorps 
from destruction, and these two 
generals, realising the importance 
of the time factor to the Allies, 
have been giving an excellent 
account of themselves on the 
Tunisian front. Now, according to 
the German News Agency, the 
real test of their powers of resist- 
ance is at hand. At 10.30 p.m. on 
Tuesday the British Eighth Ariny, 
led by General Montgomery, 
launched an attack on the 
coastal end of the Mareth linc; 
and, in the opinion of military 
experts in Berlin, this movement 
is likely to develop into a major 
attack. It was opened by a lively 
artillery barrage, recalling the 
preliminary stages of General 
Montgomery’s offensive at EI 
Alamein. The German  com- 
mentators state that the situation 
at the moment is fluid; but warn 
the people that “ heavy fighting ”’ 
must be expected. As we write; 
there is very little news from 
British or American sources. The 
Axis forces south of Sfax, on the 
Tunisian’ - coast, have ' been 
deprived temporarily of. their 
supply line from the north. as 
a result of the cutting by Allied 
bombers of the railway line 
between Sfax and its terminus 
at Gabes. The Axis leaders also 
have been embarrassed by Allied 
attacks on their convoys . across 
the Sicilian narrows; and it is 
reported that American troops 
are threatening the German and 
Italian grip on Gafsa. 

For some little time past the 
weather in the north coastal 
belt of Tunisia has been. ex- 
ceedingly bad. Heavy rains 
have flooded the mountain 
roads, anc in some places cam- 
paigning has been brought vir- 
tually to a standstill. On the 
other hand, General Montgomery, 
with his varied experience of 


| desert warfare, undoubtedly knows 


his job; and is unlikely to have 
opened a full-dress offensive unless 
he is reasonably certain that 
his operations will not be 
hampered unduly by the weather. 
If it is true, as the Germans 
allege, that the néw attack is on 
@ major scale, interesting develop- 
ments may be expected in North 
Africa within the next few weeks. 
It is difficult to estimate the full 
strength of the Axis forces in 
Tunisia. They are opposed by the 
British First and Eighth Armies, 
as well as by a strong force of 
Americans and a fairly formidable 
contingent of French troops under 
General Leclerc. On paper, the 
Allies would seem to have a sub- 
stantial advantage in respect of 
numbers; but it would be unwise 
to draw téo many conclusions from 
the fact of numerical superiority. 
The Axis forces in Tunisia aro 
working on interior lines. They 
also can get supplies with com- 
parative ease, whereas the Anglo- 
American Allies must run the 
gauntlet of the German U-boats, 
us well as of the Luftwaffe, before 
their troops can get a single bullet 
or a loaf of bread. It would be 
foolish, therefore, to speculate at 
this stage on the future course of 
events in Tunisia. The British 
Eighth Army undoubtedly is a 
magnificent fighting force, which 
has had invaluable experience of 
African fighting. It already has 
met, and defeated, Marshal 
Rommel’s Afrikakorps on more 
than one occasion; but General 
Montgomery would be the last man 
to under-estimate the difficulties 
of the task which he has under- 
taken. The Germans and Italians 
realise that defeat in this battle 
almost indubitably would involve 
their expulsion from North Africa. 
For that reason they will fight | ‘ 
fiercely in an effort to cause the 
greatest possible embarrassment to 
their opponents,

We 
believe that a plebiscite, un- 
fettered by appeals to the 
romanticism of false history, 
would result in a heavy vote 
"against the continuance not 
merely of compulsory Irish, but of 
the revival of the Irish language 
by any means. Thousands of men 
throughout the world are fighting 
and dying for causes in which 
they have faith—for country, for 
religion, for other real issues. 
Here alone the Prime Minister 
can plead for a dying unreality 
against the will of a people that 
is dying with it.

Unhealthy: Industry 


It is likely that in the near future 
far-reaching developments in machine 
mining and a complete change in 
methods of work in the coal mines 
wili be brought about. As a result, 
mining should be made safer and 
the accident rate diminished. © In 
the U.S.A., where improved methods 
are in vogue, the accident rate is 
lower than in Great Britain. Speed 
of extraction and speed of abandon- 
ment of the worked out areas form 
the keynote of success in mining 
operations. At present only about 
one in four of mine employés here 
aro actually engaged in coal produc- 
tion, the other three being employed 
as on cost or on dead work. The 
new methods should make a great 
iinprovement in this respect.

Mr. Chapman, have two distinct 
uses—for utility and for decorative 
purposes. The tensile strength of. 
plastics was at least equal to that 
of aluminium ‘and half its weight, 
but glass, steel, wood and porcelain 
olace, and there was 
no likelihood that they will be out- 
moded by plastics. 


Substitute Linoleum 


As the Board of Trade has banned 
the use of cork or canvas in lino- 
Jeum, the manufacturers have had to 
produce an attractive-looking, rea- 
sonably priced and good wearing 
substitute. There are various quali- 
ties of this new linoleum, but they 
average about 6s. a square yard. 
Some of them have no protective 
back; others are backed with felt, 
but in appearance they are pleas- 
ing, and, in many cases, look very 
little different from the pre-war 
article. Some retailers are selling 
the new “ linoleum ” on a priority 
basis, similar to the sale by permit 
of utility furniture, but, unlike the 
furniture, not free of purchase tax. 


Sacking The Bag 


“We should never again need to 
import such large quantities of con- 
centrated feeding stuffs,’’ says the 
recent report on post war agricul- 
tural policy, issued by the Royal 
Agricultural Society of England. 
Most farmers now realise that the 
system of “‘bag feeding,’’ so com- 
mon before the war, was the cause 
of much land going out of cultiva- 
tion and a general lack of knowledge 
of arable farming. Helped by 
modern scientific knowledge, 
mechanical power and improved im- 
plements, the present output of the 
soil can not only be maintained, 
but it can be increased, provided 
every effort is made to produce the 
necessary amount of organic manure 
to keep the land, in conjunction

I have been making some inquiries 
about the voting ister for the 
Trinity College seats in the Senate, 
and have discovered a few—in 
my opinion—unsatisfactory features.

First of all, any graduate who 
had his degree conferred later than 
November, 1942, will not be on the 
June register, upon “which the 
election will certainly be run. 
means that the last groap of

— till December in the normal 

will be unable to ‘vote at this 
olectign. So will those scholars over 
21 who had not the forethought to 
apply for a vote before November. 

Secondly, graduates who did not 
go on the register when the uni- 
versity representatives were in the 


‘Dail, as they preferred to exercise 


their vote at home, are now entitled 
to a vote for the Senate without 
sacrificing their Dail vote, but are 
not on the register unless they 
applied to be restored to it before 
November. 

I cannot see why registration tor 
a vote should not be autématic, 
instead of depending on an applica- 
tion, and why the application shoulda 
have to be made over six months 
before the register is published,
